DODDER IN CLOVER. 

One of the most destructive weeds 
^M 11 in Kentucky is a small twi .. 
yellow 4 !.'- reddish plant which clamb- 
ers over closer and alfalfa, securing 
itself to these plants and robbing 
them of their sap. It comes from 
minute brownish-gray seed, looking 
like a particle of dirt, which germ- 
inates exactly like the seedof clover, 
but after coming up lets go its hold 
on the soil and fastens upon otl 

(species, but is commonly found 
plants of little value, growwg on wet 
land. 

These plants have no true leaves 
and are not weeds in the proper sense, 
but parasites, deriving all thei 
nourishment from plauts of othe 
sorts. The clover-infesting species 
becomes extremely destructive 
times, aud sometimes damages a 
planting so severely as to compel the 
owner to plow it up. Fortunately, il 
does not attack most other plant! 
and hence, even if soil oeeomes thick 
ly sown with its seeds, it will produce 
ci ops of other sorts. Yet it is some- 



e of los 



to a farmer to give up a tract of land 
for clover, or alfalfa, because of the 
presence of the seeds of dodder in 
the soil, and the question is often 
asked; "What can 1 do to get rid of 

Very little can be done, once soil 
is thickly sown with the seeds.except 
using the land for other crops not 
subject to attack and waiting until 
the seeds have lost their vitality. 
Just how long this will be necessary 
has not been determined, but it would 



probably be a good many years, judg- 
ing by what we know of the persis- 

It is a matter of the utmost impor- 
tance, therefore, to prevent land be- 
coming infested with the pest, and 
here something can be done. The 
seeds have been sown in large n 
bers in Kentucky with clover and 
alfalfa seeds. Our work of inspect- 
ing the held seeds sold in the market 
showed originally that a large pro- 
portion of both the clover and alfalfa 

time screenings contained dodder and 
other weed seeds were imported to 
this country from Europe and were 
mixed with the seeds sold to our farm- 
This fact accounts lor the gen- 
eral presence of dodder seeds among 
clover and alfalfa sveds when we be- 
jan our work. The pest was about

To avoid sowing the seeds farmers 
ihould acquaint themselves with their 
ippearance, and to do this it is only 
lecessary to buy a tripod magnifier 
costing about fifty cents, spread a 
sample of clover or alfalfa seeds on 
a sheet of white paper and separate 
all foreign seeds. Dodder seeds may

length, and alfalfa 0.08 or O.to inch. 
See ls of the pest are nearly spherical 
though sometimes slightly angled 
owing to the pressure of one seed 
against another in the seed capsule. 
The surface is dull and smooth, the 
color, pale gray, or light brownish 
gray. Seeds of the field dodder or 
love-vine, sometimes found with 
clover seeds, average a little larger 
than clover dodder seeds and thus 
are not so easily screened out with 
the seives used by seedsmen. Stand- 
ard si-i \ es are in use, however, that 
will remove most, or all clover dod- 
uer seeds, and the presence of this 
dodder seed in samples it to be look- 
ed upon as condemning the stock 
from which it was taken. No mar 
working for the good of the agricul 
ture of his country will knowingly 
put such seeds on the market. 

When farmers or seedsmen are un- 
able to decide for themselves about 
the presence of dodder seeds, samples 
should be sent to the Experime. 
tation at Lexington, where they 

Farmers can help greatly in 
ducing the injuries of dodder, not 
only by refusing to buv field seeds in 
which are dodder seeds, but by 
training from harvesting cloverseeds 
of infested fields. When dodder is 
prevalent in clover or alfalfa it is 
sometimes wise to cut the crop be- 
fore the dodder seeds are ripe, oi 
else plow the whole growth undei 
and put the land in some other crop. 
A few patches of dodder in a flelii 
may sometimes be completely eradi- 
cated by using crude carbolic acid 
freely. This kills plants of all sorts 
for a time, but in one instance of 
slight infestation it was made use oi 
to accomplish the purpose very 
effectively on the Experiment Farm.
